yesterday, Nov. 26th, Mr. J. P. Henderson and myself, listening 
at the wireless apparatus, heard the German station at Nauen, 
near Berlin, send out a message which appeared to be, as far 


as we could judge from the fragments of it which were audible, 


of a character such as might be expected from the propaganda in

The Weshington Government may perhaps have more defin- 


ite information as to what is going on if there is no monitor 
system at present in Canada. 
Although @ wireless station powerful enough to com- 


municate with Germany could scarcely be ere 


a 


ected in Canada or the 
United States without the fact being known, yet for messages 
to be received from Germany a very inconspicuous receiving 


equipment would serve, and there may easily be such on the 


tT 


eastern coast of the United States. If it is the desire of the 
Government, preferably associated with the United States, to 
make it impossible to maintain this one way comnunication, I 
would suggest that it could be done by having tne Canadian 
Government station at Newcastle, N. B. send out undamped waves 
as close as possible to the wave length of the German station. 
This might readily be in the guise of messages apparently com- 
mercial. Advice might be obtained from another station con- 
tinuously by telegraph as to the adjustment of the wave length 
from time to time,in case the German station should attempt to 
evade this by changing its wave length. The station for this

purpose should preferably be on the east coast where t! 
signals come in strongest.
